Plans Ok 


PAHOKEE — The Paho- 
hee City Council approved 
temporary plans for library 
construction. Tuesday. 

Chester A. Cone, library 
s. presented plans to 

commission and gave 
a general description of the 
proposed layout of the library 
and the site selected. 
Oscar Dobrow, Chairman of 
he City Council, asked Cone 
whether or not the chosen site 
was too near Bacom Pt. Road 
because this road has been 
surveyed with four-laning in 
mind. 

Cone stated that he did not 
choose the site, but there was 
ample space for four-laning, 
if it should come about, al- 
though it would cut some park- 
ng space. 

Alternate plans to trim соп 
struction costs were also dis- 
cussed. Cone stated that costs 
could be cut by using rock 
rather than paving for the 
parking area, or putting mar- 
ble coat on the walls of the 
building rather than painting 
plaster. It was decided that bids 
for both marble coat and plas- 
fier would be requested and the 
council would decide on the 
materials according to the most 
feasible cost. 
The proposed size of the 
building is approximately the 
same as the Clewiston library 
and is recommended for a 
town of 10,000. 

И was decided that only 
lump sum bids would be ac- 
ted and advertising will be- 
gin immediately. This is to 
alleviate awarding several 
smaller bids to do one job.

A letter was received from 
the Jaw firm that represented 
daPolice Officer Gordon and the 
ity of Pahokee in the 1964 
lawsuit requesting payment of 
Roger's law fees for the recent 
appeal. The commissioners un- 
animously agreed to pay these 
fees. It was also decided to 
appropriate a special conting- 
ency fund in next years’ bud- 
get to cushion the City in case 
of another similar lawsuit, if 
junds are ayailabl 

The city council is attempt- 
ing to arrange a conference 
with individuals wishing to 
discuss the new evaluation and 
property tax assessment with 
Honeycutt, the City's tax con- 
sultant and property evaluator. 
The conference is planned for 
carly August. 
The problems of providing 
sity water service to Canal 
Point at an acceptable cost to 
both parties was discussed with 
the possibilities of annexing 
(Canal Point. 

The council discussed the 
problems and cost of fire ser- 
vice outside the city limits, 
possibilities of discontinuing 
these services as soon as out- 
skirting locations could pro- 
jde fire districts. The dead- 
ine to petition the County 
Commission this year for fire ` 
istricts was June 30.

Park Opens Saturday 


Pahokee's new state park 
will officially open Saturday, 
July 1$, R. W. Crane Chief 
Park Ranger stated. 

A Fourth of July comple- 
Чоп date was hoped for, stat- 
ed Crane. The T. О. Brown 
Construction Company wasn't 
able to finish the project in 
time for the holiday. The 
Brown contract calls for com- 
pletion in August and con- 
struction has been running a- 
head of schedule. 

A local advisory Council 
consisting of Mayor. Duncan 
Padgett, Pahokee, A. R. Har- 
rington, Canal Point, Emmett 
H. Roberts, Belle Glade, W. 
О. “Bill” Moss, Ft. Lauder- 
dale, and Fred Yount of West 
Palm Beach, is working in co- 
operation with the Florida 
Board of Parks to get the Pa- 
hokee Park on its feet, and 
keep it there. 

The $135,000 park includes 
about 30 acres spanning a mile 
of lake-front. 

Facilities are provided for 
camping, in 30 new campsites 
and free picnicking, on 30 new 
picnic tables and outdoor grills 
The marina offers the best 
boat docking facilities. 

Electrical outlets will be 
provided at 16 of the camp- 
sites, at a charge of 50c per 
day, and all 30 will have wat- 
er. Two comfort stations on 
the south end of tbe park, 
near tbe camping area, pro- 
vide hot and cold water, and 
bathroom and shower facili- 
ties. 

During periods of heavy 
use, camping will be limited 
to a maximum of 2 weeks so 
campers traveling through will 
not have to be turned away, 
Ranger Crane said, otherwise 
the maximum limit will be up 


to the discretion of the super- 
intendent. No reservations will 
be accepted, said Crane. 

There will be a charge of 
$2.50 plus tax per night per 
single family group under ten 
persons with ап additional 
Charge of $2.50 if more than 
ten persons use the same camp 
site. Other standard state park 
regulations will apply, Crane 
said. 


The park office will open at 
8 a. m. and upon arrival, cam- 
pers will be issued a gate key 
by paying a deposit. Campers 
are requested to check out by 
11 a. m. 

Recognized groups, such as 
Boy Scouts, Girl Scouts, Camp 
fire Girls, will be properly 
accommodated if chaperoned. 
Juveniles, unchaperoned, will 
Dot be allowed to camp in the 
park.

Nears End 


The water tank construc- 
tion is on schedule in Lake 
Harbor for the South Shore 
Water Association, 


The tank, to be completed 
in three weeks, will be the fin- 
al link in the new water sy- 
stem to run between Clewiston 
and South Bay. The system 
will draw on both towns for 
water supply. Monday, sam- 
ples of the line, now complete 
from Lake Harbor to South 
Bay, will be taken by the State 
Health Department and ap- 
proval is expected a week lat- 
er. 


The approval will signal the 
beginning of final house con- 
nections. 

About 100 people are now 
being serviced between Lake 
Harbor and Clewiston and an 
addition 110 users will be con- 
nected. 


The Lake Harbor tank will 
Serve as a storage tank and 
will also equalize the pressure 
of the water flowing from the 
two ends of the line. The struc- 
ture will stand 101 feet and 
will hold 125,000 gallons. 

The tank is being construct- 
ed by the Chicago Bridge and 
Iron Company. A crane is 
now atop the central support 
and water pipe and is used for 
lifting the four supporting legs 
into place. The tank is pre- 
fabricated for quick assembly 
on the site.

Wee Care Gets OEO Grant 
For $153,646 Program 


Wee Care has received a 
grant through the Office of 
Economic Opportunity {ог 
$153,646 for a year round 
head start program, provided 
local support remains the 
same. 

The Federal funds will co- 
ver only activities planned for 
children from three year to 
school 


age, Sara Creech, a 
Wee Care director said. 
let us emphasize, Miss 


Creech said, the grant can not 
replace local support and we 
must maintain the same a- 
mount of local support under 
the terms of the grant." 

“The grant program will pro- 
vide additions to the present 
day care facilities. Six teach- 
ers, and 12 teacher's aids will 
be hired under the grant as 
well as a supervisor with spe- 
cial training in early child- 
hood education. One hundred 
children will participate in the 
program. The staff will work 
in two shifts, keeping the cen- 
ter open 16 hours a day to 
serve the migrant worker, open 
ing at 5:30 a. m. 

The federal program also 
calls for a nurse and medical 
and dental check ups as well 
as followup care. 

Local doctors have agreed 
to help with a clinic if a nurse 
is employed, Miss Creech said. 
Now, such a program will be 
able to be implimented. 

The program for children 
under three will be continued 
by Wee Care, but without fed- 


eral support. About 25 chil- 
dren will be enrolled in this 
program.

CONTROL OF THE CAPE 


A beneficial by-product of 
the closing of the Suez Canal 
is a renewed awareness of the 
importance of the sea route 
around the Cape of Good 
Hope and of the Republic of 
South Africa which serves as 
the sentinel of the West at the 
southern tip of the continent 

Less than a year ago, the 
U. N. glass palace on New 
York's East River rang with 
the angry words of Afro- As 
ian delegates demanding a 
crackdown against South Afri 
ca and its friendly neighbo: 
the north, the new independent 
nation of Rhodesia, The John- 
son administration, to the dis- 
tress of Americans concerned 
with the strategic interests of 
the U, S., added its weight to 
pressures applied against the 
two progressive African states 
which are under European lea- 
dership. 

Today, that same Afro-Asi- 
an majority in the United Na- 
tions is too busy railing at 
Israel to devote any attention 
to South Africa and Rhodesia. 
And both the United States 
and England are deeply con- 
cerned about the continuing 
flow of Middle East oil, in 
which South Africa plays an 
important role which should 
not be forgotten a year or two 
hence. 

No sooner had the Suez Ca- 
nal’been closed than oil tank- 
ers and merchantmen loading 
in the Middle East were di- 
verted around the Cape of

Immediate 
British tankers were schedul- 
ed to put into Cape Town, 
South Africa, for refueling and 
replenishing. This initial р 
of ships, however, was only the 
beginning of a vast movement 
of merchant vessels around the 
Cape, with hundreds schedul- 
ed to drop anchor in the South 
African ports of Durban, East 
London, Port Elizabeth, and 
Cape Town. Approximately 
1,500 ships regularly use the 
Suez route, and now will be 
using the Cape Town route. 
Many of these ships will need 
fuel, stores and repairs at 
South African ports. 

There is a lesson here that 
ihe Western maritime nations 
should never forget: namely 
that South Africa's harbors are 
vital to the free world in peace 
and war. Imagine the results 
if South Africa's ports were 
closed to Western tankers and 
freighters! Many of the tank- 
ers employed in the Suez route 
are not equipped for the long 
voyage. to England and Eur- 
оре. without stopping en route. 

And what would happen to 
those ships which, though cap- 
able of an uninterrupted jour- 
ney, suffered mechanical break 
down? South Africa has the 
only major drydock on the 
African continent — a dry- 
dock large enough to accom- 
modate an American cruiser or 
light aircraft carrier. Obvious- 
ly, closure of South Africa's 
ports would be a distaster for 
the West. 

The liberals in power in 
Washington and London 
should have thought of this 
several years ago when they 
began their campaign of a- 
buse against a loyal warti 
ally. These liberals have at- 
tempted to promote revolution 
ary regimes throughout Sou- 
thern Africa, thereby ignoring 
the stratetic interests of the 
U. S: and England. If a Cas- 


tro/or Lumumba were in pow- 
er in Pretoria, one can be sure 
(hat South Africa's ports would 
be closed in sympathy with the 
revolutionary Arab nations. 

Indeed suppose the South 
Africans, outraged at the a- 
buse directed at them, had a 
neutralist government on the 
lines of the DeGaulle govern- 
ment im France. Even a mild 
policy of non-cooperation 
Could have disastrous effects 
оп the Western powers. 

Without ready access to Mid 
dle East oil and without con- 
tinuance of its other vast sea 
traffic, England would have 
an overnight fiscal crisis. Its 
solvency could disappear, and 
the United States suddenly 
would be confronted with a 
gigantic and enormously ex- 
pensive financial rescue oper- 
ation, 

These realities concerning 
South Africa — and they ap- 
ply generally to the strategi- 
cally important inland coun- 
try of Rhodesia (which is a 
barrier to revolutionary ad- 
vance in South-Central Africa) 
show up the folly of policies 
adopted in the past by the 
Johnson administration in the 
U. S. and the Wilson govern- 
ment in England. One is re- 
minded of the incredibly fool- 
ibly foolish and offensive de- 
cision by the White House not 
to allow crewmen of the air- 
craft carrier Franklin D. 
Roosevelt, returning from the 
Vietnam war, to enjoy liberty 
in Cape Town. 

Clearly, it is time that tbe 
Johnson administration make 
4 public statement, repudiating 
the anti-South African policy 
which endangers the vital in- 
terests of the United States 
and other friendly maritime 
nations. Control of the Cape 
must remain in the hands of a 
stable. European-type govern- 
ment which will stand by the 
West in a time of crisis.

The development of pesti- 
cides for use on crops has 
been а Godsend to Flogda 
farmers and has minimized the 
danger of crop losses to in- 
sects, 

Florida farmers are among 
the nation's largest purchasers 
of pesticides and use a wide 
range of pesticides on a variety 
of crops. 

Due to the variety of types 
of pesticides, and the degree 
of toxicity, certain pesticides 
are manufactured for specific 
types of crops. 

As you well know, certain 
pesticides are harmful to hu- 
mans and animal When a 
pesticide is used ill-advisedly, 
then the threat to the public 
health is greatly increased. 

Early this month, I instruct- 
ed Florida Department of 
Agriculture inspectors to balt 
the sale of roughage feed to 
cattle producers of all peanut 
hay found contaminated with 
three highly-toxic, chlorinated 
pesticides. 

I took this action, after in- 
spectors discovered that sever- 
al lots of beef were adulter- 
ated with levels of pesticides 
near-harmful to humans. 

The pesticides — DDT, 
Toxaphene, BHC and Diel- 
dren — were being шей Ьу 
peanut farmers in 22 counties 
of Central, Northeast and 
Northwest Florida. 

The primary source of the 
pesticides which contaminated 
the beef came from the sale 
of peanut hay, which had been 
sprayed with these three pesti- 
cides. 

High pesticide residues also 
were detected in green silage 
used for cattle feed in the 22- 
county area. 

Other less harmful pestici- 
des are available in place of 
the three chlorinated pesticides. 
Two of these recommended for 
use on peanut hay are "Se- 
ven" and Malathion.: 

Since these two brands are 
more expensive, I would hesi- 
tate to recommend them, if a 
change of pesticides were not 
absolutely necessary. 

I believe that the additional 
expense becomes negligible, 
when compared with the dan- 
ger of possible injury to per- 
sons eating meat adulterated 
with highly-toxic pesticides. 

The Florida Department of 
Agriculture stands ready to 
cooperate with peanut growers, 
cattle feed lot operators, feed 
dealers and cattle producers in 
measuring the pesticides con- 
tained in peanut hay and green 
silage used for cattle feed, 
prior to prospective sales. 

The Department's pesticide 
residue detection program is 
опе of, if not the best of its 
kind in tbe United States and 
is designed to protect the con- 
suming public by minimizing 
the threat of pesticides con- 
tamination. 

1 have made a personal ap- 
peal to all county agricultural 
agents and tbe news media to 
work with the Department to 
disseminate information to pre 
vent the further contamination 
of cattle feed. 

By working together, I am 
certain the threat of further 
contamination can be minimiz- 
ed and the proper uses of pest- 
icides insured.

Florida Teachers Frustrated 


TALLAHASSEE, Joly 6— 
Overcrowded classrooms and 
too many non-teaching duties 
are two of the most frustrat- 
ing problems encountered by 
the classroom teacher in Flor- 
ida according to Miss Agnes 
Johnson, Florida Education 
Association retiree who has 
been appointed Dean of Wo- 
men at Florida Southern Col- 
lege in Lakeland. 

Miss Johnson, whose work 
with the Florida Education 
Association for the past 12 
years has brought her into con 
fact with thousands of teach- 
ers around the state and an 
equal number of young people 


* preparing for teaching careers, 


is retiring from FEA this 
August. She has been Field Re- 
presentative for FEA since 
1955. 

A classroom teacher for 19 
years, Miss Johnson recalls 
some personal experience with 
the overcrowded classroom. 
She taught sixth grade опе 
year in a Florida school where 
she averaged from $2 to 56 
pupils in the room and "had 
to move my desk outside into 
a cloakroom to pack the stu- 
dents in." That was in 1948- 
49 and the pupil-teacher ratio 
still presents problems {ог 
some schools with 20% of 
the state's classrooms over- 
crowded. 

Miss Johnson recalls that 
duripg her first year of teach- 
ing she had no contract at all, 
"just a letter from the super- 
intendent" and part of her 
duty was to serve lunches to 
the children as they went 
through the lunch line. 

Non-teaching duties such as 
this — and one researcher tab- 
ulated 101 of them ranging 
from taking up lunch money 
te buttoning on overcoats — 
that teachers find most irk- 
some because it “takes time 
away from our main job — 
teaching.” It has been the main 
reason some schools have hir- 
ed teacher-aides. 

In Miss Johnson's opinion 
one thing that has added to 
the "almost unmanagable bur- 


+ den" of the classroom teacher

is the tendency to switch an 
increasing amount of parental 
training from the home to tbe 
school. 

"Sometimes the elementary 


„teacher has more influence on 


the child than his own moth- 
er" Miss Johnson said. "She 


teaches him manners, discip- 
line, and many common court- 
esies of life," 

She said in some cases they 
are almost mother substitutes. 
“I have seen children hang 
around the school after clas- 
ses were over for the day sim- 
ply because they dreaded go- 
ing home to an empty house 
with both parents away at 
work," she said. 

In her experience Miss John- 
son has observed that more 
of the young people who want 
teaching careers have expres- 
sed more concern about the 
low salaries that await them 
in future years than about the 
beginning. salaries. “Studies 
have shown that they can ex- 
pect only a 38 percent rise in 
income over a 10-year period. 
Industry provides an 83 per- 
Cent increase over the same 
interval of time," she said. 


National 
Teachers 
OK Strikes 


Statement by Dr. Sam M. 
Lambert, incoming Executive 
Secretary, National Education 
Association, at the NEA an- 
nual convention ending today. 

I want to state in unequi- 
vocal terms that I support the 
position of the National Edu- 
cation Association Board of 
Directors in its position on 
strikes. My reason for support- 

it is that this new position 
clarifies the NEA relation- 
ships with our 8,500 affiliated 
associations. It means we can 
now support and help them 
without worrying about NEA's 
policy position. 

The NEA will not encour- 
age strikes, but if one occurs 
after all good faith efforts fail, 
we will not walk out on our 
local associations. My personal 
feeling is that when school 
conditions present a serious 
threat to the safety and wel- 
fare of the children or teach- 
ers, teachers may be justified 
in taking drastic action. 

И a teacher has to face 45- 
50 children in first grade class- 
rooms, I believe the teacher is 
justified in refusing to face 
tat kind of load. Tbe results 
of going on with it^may be 
‘worse than a work stoppage. 


Patriotism... 
A Lost Art? 


By John Edgar Hoover, Director, Federal Bureau 
of Investigation, from the July issue of the FBI how 
Enforcement Bulletin, 

CAN THERE BE ANY ACT more sickening and 
revolting than a crowd of so-called citizens des- 
ecrating and burning their country’s flag? Those 
who resort to such moronic behavior are surely 
lost in the depths of depravity. Obviously, their 
first loyalty is not to the United States. 


True, our Nation is founded on concepts and 
principles which encourage dissent and opposi- 
tion. These are traditions we must always defend 
and support. But touching a torch to the flag far 
exceeds reasonable protest. It is a shameful act 
which serves no purpose but to encourage those 
who want our country to erupt in violence and 
destruction. 


On this 191st anniversary of the Declaration 
of Independence, we might ask what causes un- 
patriotic outbursts and irrational protests. Why 
do people turn against their native land and 
openly support totalitarian forces whose goal is 
to enslave the world—forces which do not even 
allow token opposition from their subjects? Why 
do some individuals refuse to serve and defend 
their country? Why do they burn their draft cards 
and their flag? 


There may be many reasons for such action, 
but I am fully convinced that dying patriotism 
is one major cause. Love of country is being de- 
emphasized and excluded from several phases of 
our life. Many educators and other leaders seem 
to feel it is no longer necessary for boys and girls 
to be concerned with how our country came into 
being, what it stands for, and the courageous and 
noble deeds of our forefathers to preserve it. 


Conditions are now such in some circles that 
an individual who professes love of his country, 
reverence for its flag, and belief in the principles 
which make our Nation great is considered a 
yokel. Open aversion to patriotism of any form 
is increasing. Even some news media take a 
“tongue-in-cheek” approach to persons and 
groups which promote and participate in patriotic 
endeavors. Love of one's country is treated as 
some kind of social disease to be tolerated, if not 

out. Protests are made that too much 
patriotism leads to international conflict. I sub- 
mit that the United States will never have any- 
thing to fear from its ardent and genuinely pa- 
triotic citizens. 


American history proves that freedom and lib- 
erty come at high prices and that their upkeep is 
costly and time-consuming. As Daniel Webster so 
aptly put it, “God grants liberty only to those who 
love it and are always ready to guard and defend 
it. Let our object be our country . . -not our 
country the object of desecration and abuse.
